The return of Admiral Seymour's 


force to Tien Tsin—due largely, to lack 
of food—is regarded as a humiliating 
check and oae likely to encourage the ' 
Boxers to further harass the Europeans 
in Peking. The allied forces found the 
line cut in. front of them and were faced 
by 10,000 imperial troops, who are now 
regarded as Boxers pure and simple. 


Then the line was cut behind them 


and the force could not get from Tien 
Tsin the supplies needed. 


The retreat is not to be marveled at, 


being assuredly, necessary, but in the 
eyes of the army and navy officials it 
amounts to a serious disaster. . 
British Ambassador May Bo FrlHoner. 


Among the many unconfirmed and 


conflicting reports it ia said that the 
British minister at Peking is captive in 
the hands of the Chinese; that theBoxers 
attBcked the lee-atidn buildings, and 
though mowed down in great numbers 
by.the machine guns manned by the 
marine guards, finally captured a'll the 
buildings; and that the Chinese govern, 
ment is believed to have repented hav- 
ing degraded the governor of Yulu and 
banished Tung Fa, permitting the rioting.

There were 
national gatherings in Pittsburg ' and in 
Philadelphia in 1856, but their purpose 
was different from that mentioned here 


"January 17, 1856, a call was issued 


by the chairman of the Republican Stnte 
Committees ot Maine,.Vermont, Massa- 
chusetts, NfnvYork, Pennsylvania, Ohio 
Michigan. Indiana and Wisconsin, invit- 
ing-the'Republicans of the Union to 
meet in informal convention at Pitts 
burg, on the 22d of February, 1856, for 
the purpose of perfecting the nationa 
organization, and providing for a na 
tional delegate convention of theEepub 
iican party, at some subsequent day 
to nominate candidates for' the 'presi 
dency and .vice presidency, to be sup- 
ported at 'the elect on in November, 
1856.'

HINTS POK AMESIOAN CONSULS.

TutiRlit la American Univerwltlee. 
Minister Wti Ting Fang in Ainsleo's 


for Juno writes a very interesting arti- 
cle on American trade chr.nces in Chi- 
na.and how tiiej- are to bo developed. 
He says in part: "It is of the greatest 
Importance that America should sus- 
tain the friendliest relations with Cbi- 
iia and the Chinese people. There is an 
opportunity to develop the consular 
service. Thus far the American diplo- 
matic and consular offices in China 
have done wonderfully well, although 
they have labored 
under disadvan- 


tages. The men wbo go to China as 
consols ought to bo peculiarly fitted for 
their work." It would help thorn a good 
deal if they .were able to understand 
something of the language of the peo- 
ple. It is not right that American con- 
suls be compelled to employ Chinese in- 
terpreters, as is now the caso. -'They 
ought to have thoir own men, people of 
their own nation. It would be to their 
Interest. The American consular serv- 
ice now does not hold out sufficient ia- 
tlueemonts for the-right kind of men in 
China. Americans ought to be encour- 
aged to enter tlie service and, having 
• entered, to remain there. 


"It requires a peculiar kind of men to 


succeed. Young men ought to be sent 
to China who»wonld like to learn the 
language and who could look forward 
to a long period of service after they 
had once fitted themselves for it. In 
England, at Oxford and Cambridge, 
they'have Chinese professors to give 
elementary training. 
Young men go 


out from there Into the consular, diplo- 
matic or merchant service, and what 
they have learned at the universities 
they supplement in the service. They 
have enthusiasm because they realize 
that if they do good work they can flncl 
for themselves, a career. I appreciate 
the fnctvtuat this is a democratic form 
of government and that it may not be 
easy to bring about the change which I 
suggest. 
It is difficult to secure the 


necessary legislation, but I am sure 
that in view of the constantly increas- 
ing importance of tlie American com- 
mercial and political position in China 
It would be of Inestimable advantage if 
the consular service there could be 
marked by permanency of tenure and 
adequacy of training. Merit should ba 
rewarded by promotion, as is the rule 
now with most of the European gov- 
ernments which send young men to the 
east to learn the language and study 
the customs of the country. 


"The English speaking people have a 


-great advantage in China now because 


their language is popular In Asia and 
because it is more commonly used than 
tiny other foreign tongue. It is a pity 
that this advantage cannot be.followed 
up by making tlie language still more 
adaptable to the needs of the natives of 
the country. The present popularity Is 
due to circumstances. 
The English 


controlled India. Their language was 
spoken there and infill tho British colo- 
nies, and whoa the English found their 
way into China ahead of other Europe- 
an nations they brought thoir Inugunge
